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(54) Abstract Title 

Sanitary product with incorporated wet wipe 


(57) A sanitary towel, pad, tampon or other device used by women during menstruation, to which is 
attached or into which is incorporated a sealed wet wipe. 

The protective device or wet wipe may come in a sealed bag or other pacl^age which could in turn be 
used for the hygienic disposal of the used protective device and wet wipe. 
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WOMAN'S SANITARY PAD TOWEL OR TAMPON 
WITH WET WIPE INCORPORATED OR ATTACHED 


The invention relates to a sanitary towel, pad, tampon or any other device used by 
a woman for protection during menstruation. 

Such methods of protection are well known, but suffer from the disadvantage that 
in order for a woman to clean her private parts when changing her protection, she 
either has to wash with soap and water if such a facility is available, or alternatively 
to carry some form of wet wipe with her. 

During menstruation women invariably cany some form of sanitary device with 
them, no matter where they are going. However, it is quite easy to forget alsQ to 
cany some form of wipe, which in the interests of hygiene and personal comfort a 
woman really should use when changing the sanitary device. Furthermore, it is not 
always convenient or comfortable to wash even where a sink, and soap and water 
are available, e.g in another person's house, or in toilets such as public toilets, or 
those in hotels or restaurants, where the sink is not incorporated into the private 
toilet cubicle but rather in the open public area of the toilet. 

An object of the invention is to provide sanitary protection, together with a facility 
for a woman to wipe her private parts clean when changing the sanitary device no 
matter where or when she has to change it. 

To ensure that if a woman has a sanitary device in her possession she also has the 
facility to clean herself, it is essential to attach a wipe to the device. This can be 
done by either 

(a) incorporating a sealed wipe within the sanitary device, or 

(b) attaching the sealed wipe to the outsid of the sanitary device, or 

(c) supplying the wipe in a sealed bag attached to the sanitary device, which sealed 
bag when opened and the wipe used, could then be used to dispose of the used 
sanitary device and wipe.

CLAIMS 


1 . A sanitary device such as a towel, pad, tampon or other device used by women 
during menstruation with a wet wipe incorporated or attached. 

2. A sanitary device as claimed in Claim 1 with either the device or the wet wipe 
supplied in a sealed bag, which sealed bag in turn could be used for the hygienic 
disposal of the used device and wipe.

CLAIMS 


1. Any sanitary or protective device such as a towel, pad, tampon or other device used by 
women dunng menstruation, with wet or dry wipe(s) attached to or incorporated in it's 
packaging. ^ 

2. Any device used for the protection or comfort of babies or of children or adults suffering 
trom incontinence, with wet or dry wipe(s) attached or incorporated in it's packaging. 
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
